Window-shopping for a new car 


The situation on new car prices is hopelessly confused because of the 
authorities’ vaccillation on tax policy, writes ZE'EV SCHUL. He surveys some 
of the new cars now on the market, throwing in a bit of historical perspective 

here and there, along with some astute comments, tips and advice. 


them out and come — on a 
pilgrimage, preferably. 

Well, prices. One might just 
as woll add several exclamation 
marks. The dealers smugly shrug 
off all reasponslbility. All 
quotations are either for the 1978 


models or of only Hmited applica-. 


tion for the first of the 1979 crop. 

One of the cheapest cara 
currently avatiable is the Citroen 
Dyane, retailing for 1L126,870. 
The description I have gives youa 
802 cc engine (exceptionally 
economical), aluminium twin 
head, with hydraulic brakes up in 
front and outboard drums at the 
rear. Handbrake operates on the 
front discs, which 15 an interesting 
innovation. 

The bady of this weekend 
model, as it is called, has a fitth 
door at the back, plus various sun- 
dries, from screen washer, heater 
and demister to fresh air ventila- 
tlon and, what I love particularly, 
a two-position sunshine roof. It's a 
true ugly duckling with a stout, 
dependable heart ticking away in- 
side — suprisingly comfortable 
and, by mint-standards, spacious. 

But don't think that the 
11.126,870 price, (I almost said 
“paltry"), ig the last word. It 
isn't. It doesn't include the cen- 
trifugal clutch which I very much 
recommend (the smaller the 
engine the more important cor- 


. rect changing of gears becomes). 


Also — if you can hear It over the 


‘engine noise, and I am told you 


can, add 18,000 or thereabouts 
for a radio, TL.800 for an.antenna, 
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and more for seatbelts and 
various little odds and ends. That 
alone adds up an extra 118,000 {or 
more) before VAT --- provided the 
price stays what it is. 

Would I buy one? Certainly — if 
Ι could afford a second car, As a 
matter of fact it would be my 
number-one choice. 


FUEL CONSUMPTION for the 
LN and Dyane Deux Chevaux are 
identical at 5.9 litres per 100 km on 
interurban roads and 7.2 per 100 
km in city driving. Top speed, 
without passengers or a load (and 
provided the wind Is blowing in 
the right direction) is 120 kmh. 
The reat of the Citroen range is 
based on two types — the GS 
series (1,128 — 1,222 engine dis- 
placement) and the CX 21 — 2.4 
litre injection model. Prices climb 
from 1L172,078 to 1,480,540 for the 
Berline CX, 2,400ce injection 
model — an experience in driving 
if you can afford to drop a cool 
half million for the fun of it. 
Myself — I still pine after the 
aristrocratic, long-nosed (Gallic) 
old-timer of the ‘thirtles — the 
favourite car of gangstera and 
policemen alike — almost three 
continuous decades in production. 
I had one. I loved it even though 
its gear, stuck for some reason 
known only to the French, 
somewhere between the front 
bumper and the radiator, was a 
victim, of every car that backed 
into me and gave me a Jot of trou- 
ble. That wasn't Citroen's fault 
elther, but rather that of the local. 


service (since repisced). I had 
trouble getting spares. So Voila! 

Peugeot won the heart of the 
Israelis with the 404 — almoat a 
aynonym for trouble-free perfor- 
mance, although not exactly 
within the popular price category. 
The firm ia now back in the aaddle 
with its 304 aerles and, as of very 
recently, {ts 805. The 804 ἰκ a real 
challenge to Fiat — heing in 
the same price category ag its 
smaller Miafior!l. The GL ver- 
sion of the 804 retails for 1L218,780 
+ VAT (approximatly 1L.26,000 — 
just to give you an idea). 

The Peugeot 805 hag front-wheel 
drive, four doors and plenty of 
apace for flve passengers. Front 
and rear doors are reinforced to 
withstand collisiona. They are 
also equipped with special safety 
locks that keep them clozed in 
collisions and turn-overs, but 
algo open eaally following an ecci- 
dent. 

The Peugect 805 is being 
marketed here in two models: 
805GL with a 1,290 6.0. engine, and 
the 305 SR with a 1,472 6.6. engine. 
Both motors are made of 
pressured poured aluminium. 

The manufacturers claim that 
petrol kilometrage {s excellent. 
The 305 SR, they say, uses 6,2 
litres over 100 kilometres, driven 
at 80 kph on the highway. 
Maintenance costs are tow, partly 
because oil changes have been cut 
down to once every 7,500 km. and 
tune-ups to every 15,000 km.

Fue! consumption at 90 kmh 15 
claimed to be 42 mpg — which I 
figure out at aomewhere around 
16-16 km per litre.

Urban driving 
sips 12 km per litre, which ia also 
modest, even for a manual gear 
1,300ce ongine. 

Inside: it's quite a car. If you 
want more, try and compare it to 
the new (1079) 805, which isn't ex- 
actly a steal at 1L247,320 for the 
1,300 ce engine and 11,280,620 for 
the 1,500 cc job. That's without 
automatic. Don't forget to add 
VAT,

Which isn't a drawback 
for people who can drive and 
change gears at the right mo- 
ment. But the combined Impact of 
Israeli drivers' impatience to 
snarl past that other fellow, poor 
fuel and maintenance blemished 
the car's reputation way beyond 
its true merits. 

Carburetor adjustment and 
care — extra fuel filters and 
regular air and oil filter changes 
— not to mention the correct gap- 
ping of (clean!) spark plugs and 
breaker points can do miracles for 
a car. This applies even more so 
for the British, who are attuned to 
better fuels than one will find at 
most pumps on the continent.

A PRIVATE CAR haa in recent 

increasingly moved out of 
reach for those two-thirds of 
Israelis who have not yet realized 
that everyman’s dream. Between 
4973 and 1978 average wages rose 
48 times, while car prices in- 
creased between 6 and’7.6 times. 
Quite aptly, Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehezkel Flomin has 
enlled a car “an apartment on 
wheels” — although he must have 
thought of the apartment prices of 
three yeara ago. 

Quite naturally, some Knesset 
members Jooking for issues with 

r appeal have devoted time 
and such attention as they could 
muster to deal with the subject. A 
nub-committee of the Knesset 
Economic Committee, chaired by 
Assaf Yaguri, came out with a 
much publicized proposal to slash 
the heavy taxes on cars. To com- 
pensate the Treasury for the ex- 
pected lous of revenue, it proposed 
a gradual increase of taxes on 
petrol, up to a doubling of the 
current price. 

A perusal of the document that 
expounds the committee's fin- 
dings and recommandations 
reveals ἃ superficiall- 
lyin the treatment of this complex 
problem. 

In its conclusions, the com- 
mittee says — quite rightly, if one 
Ignores the consequences — that 
In an economy as developed as 
cura, ἃ car should by the end of the 
1970s not be regarded as a luxury, 
and that it is essential for work, 
family and social well-being.

Starting from the premise that a car should not be a luxury in our society at 
the end of the 1970s, POST Economic Editor MEIR MERHAV nevertheless 
criticizes recent proposals to bring car prices within the rearch of more people. 


NEW CAR.., 


up nearly two-thirds of the con- 
aumer price of a car — but so are 
the taxes: on many other goods. 
Some of these may be considered, 
in terms of social welfare, at least 
as essential as a car. A 
refrigerator, for example, surely 
an essential implement, carries a 
purchase tax of 95 per cent, which 
makes it about as highly taxed as 
a car. And even an Inner-spring 
mattress carries 20 per cent 
purchase tax. Surely a mattress is 
as important ‘‘for work, family 
life and social well-being’ as a 
car? 

These two examples Illustrate 
— many more could be added — 
that one cannot consider the taxa- 
tion of any single item In isolation. 
Not surprisingly, MK Avraham 
Sharir, ably assisted by Prof. 
Ezra Zohar, who ia an expert on 
the health effects of temperature 
and humidity, followed Yaguri's 
initiative. They propounded the 
equally popular demand to cut 
alao the taxes on alrconditioners 
— unquestionably as conducive as 
cars to social well-being, family 
Nfe and work, especially for those 
who can afford to buy them. 

A 1976 study by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics on patterns of 
how people commute to work 
shows that out of 926,176 peraons 
surveyed, 888,586, or 48.5 per cent 
of all those who commuted to 
work by motorized transport, 
went by bus. And out of these bus- 
users, 39.4 per cent spent more 
than 45 minutes on the way to 
work. Fully 24.4 per cent spent 
more than an hour — one way. 

These data would lead one to 
conclude that before a sizeable in-

and more convenient, for instance 
by air-conditioning al) buses. 

Yagurl's committee based itself 
on ἃ position paper prepared by 
the State Revenue Administra- 
tion. That paper assumed a zero 
demand elasticity for cars as well 
as fuel, i.e. that the change in 
price has no effect on the quantity 
Gemanded, On such an assump: 
tion, any cut of taxes means a loss 
of total revenue. Hence the com- 
mittee's recommendation to raise 
petrol prices to compensate for 
the loss.. 

This {s a palpably unwarranted 
assumption. As the price of cars 
goes down, the demand for them 
goes up. In all Hkelihood the rise 
will be quite sharp, judging by the 
rates of increase tn the past, when 
prices did not rise or rose only 
slowly. Slashing car taxes would 
therefore hardly require any in- 
crease in taxes on fuel. With more 
cars more fuel will be consumed, 
and total] tax revenue will 
probably increase, 

There would therefore be a goad 
case for just reducing taxes .on 
cars, if only the well-being of their 
prospective owners and the direct 
effects on the public revenue were 
involved. Unfortunately, this is 
not the case. 


A RAPID INCRBAS®H in the 
number of private cars, even 
without any other measure to 
lower the priority of public 
transportation, as recommended 
by Yaguri’a committee, would 
reduce the already slow rate of ur- 
ban public transport to a crawl, 
There are now about 800,000 
private cers on the road, and 
the annual increase in the last 
three years has been 4.5-5 per cent 
a year. In the five years 1970-74, 


the average annual increase was 


15.3‘ per cent, and the fall in the 
growth: rate was the. combined 
result of higher prices and 


sae or en] 
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economic stagnation. It may safe- 
ly be assumed that with the 
economic revival now underway, 
and with lower car prices, the 
growth rate would again go up to 
15 per cent a year. This would 
mean an addition of about 50,000 
cars 8 year. 

The existing infrastructure is 
clearly not able to cope with such 
an increase. There are no readily 
available statistics on the conges- 
tion of the urban centres, where 
most of the new cars would be con- 
contrated. But the lack of parking 
apace, the traffic snarla, the noise 
and air pollution that already 
often make the use of a private 
car {fn town an inconvenience, are 
a matter of daily experience. The 
data on interurban traffic show 
that between 1970 and 1976 the 
number of vehicles paasing 
selected stretches of the main 
roads has increased around 40 per 
cent, 

More private cara will therefore 
soon congest the urban centres to 
the point where a car would [τι 
deed become “‘an apartment on 
wheels'' — not because of its 
price, but because of ita inability 
to move. Public transport would 
no longer he able to flow. To cope 
with the problems thus created, 
billions would have to be spent on 
inner-city reconstruction on 
roads, parking lots and other ser- 
vices. 

The problem would be made 
atill worse if fuel taxes were to be 
raised simultaneously, for that 
would reduce inter-urban travel 
and keep more cars in town, It 
would also discriminate against 
people in development towns, who 
depend more on travel to bigger 
centres. 

The Yaguri committee also 
argues that the advancing age of 
the private car fleet reduces safe- 
ty levels, On the basia of the 
availabie data there is no

evidence for that, Out of 14,322 car 
accidents with casualties in 1976, 
69, or five per thousand, were 
caused by mechanical faults in 
vehicies — and there Ia no proof 
that these vehicles were mainly 
old. A far greater safety hazard 
would seem to atem from a large 
increase [ἢ the number of new and 
inexperienced drivers, and fram 
the speeding to which a new car 
often tempta. 


NO DRIVER hoida on to a jalopy 
for the fun of It. He would natural- 
ly be glad to exchange It for a new 
model. But that does not mean 
that a higher proportion of older 
cars would be scrapped. All it 
would mean {a that the price of 
alder cara would drop — but as 
Jong as these cars can be kept In 
repair, they would go on being 
used by someone. 

Nor is there much more sub- 
stance to the, argument that 
greater numbers of new cars 
would reduce fuel consumption, It 
{g true that modern models are 
more fuei efficient. But a reduc- 
tion of car prices, especially at a 
time of rising incomes, may lead 
to a. awitch by.the public to bigger 
cars, even if they are made 
relatively more expensive. And if 
fuel prices are increased, and 
ears are used more in town, 
average fuel consumption will 
rise. 

The argument that the present 
high proportion of alder cars — In 
1976, about 50 per cent of the cars 
were over five years old — tles 
down scarce manpower In gar- 
ages and that therefore a ranova- 
tion of the flect would release this 
manpower, is as unfounded as the 
other arguments. More cars will 
mean more garages and more 
garage workers, absolutely, 
because the old cars will just be 
gold to someone else, lower down 
in the economic acale, perhaps in 
substitutlon for a motorbike or a 
scooter. 


THE MAIN ECOLOGICAL draw- 
back which one can associate with 
the presence of too many old cars 
on the road Is that they are not an 
attractive sight. Whether the traf- 
fle snarls that will be caused by 
more late-model gara look any 
better is a matter of taste. 
Given our present and our 
foreseeable economic situation, a 
good case can he made for 
eliminating the: taxes on spare 
parts, ΒΒ was also recommended 
by the Yaeguri committee, provid- 
ed it can be ensured that this will 
not merely swell! the profits of im- 
porters and garages. An even 
better case can be made for 
allocating more resources to Im- 
proving our public transportation, 
50 that firat of all, working people 
will not have to spend two houra 
on thelr way to and from work. 
A private car is indeed no lux- 
ury. It would be well if every fami- 
ly could have one, and it ia regret- 
table that the existing high taxa- 
tion diseviminates against those 
who have not yet acquired one. 
But until we can afford to 
provide the necessary infrastruc- 
ture and make sure that we will 
not, by making the car more easi- 
fy accessible to yet another 
stratum of the population, dla- 
criminate further against those 
who even then will-have to use 
publi¢ transportation, we shall 
have to go slow in allowing the 
number of cars to rise rapidly. 0

SUBARU IS TODAY one of the 
most popular cara in Israel, with 
last year’s sales reaching 6,000 
vehicles, or almost one quarter of 
the market. But when he opened 
hia business ten yeara ago, recalls 
Moshe Baranovsky, head of the 
Subaru agency jn Israel, hardly 
any people had heard of the 
Japaneae car, On top of the dif- 
fieulty in developing the market 
here, Baranovaky had to comhat 
the preagure of the Arab boycott in 
order to maintain direct trade 
relations with the Japanese 
manufacturers. 

Baranovaky's first contact with 
{he Subaru manufacturor, Fujl 
Hoavy Industry, goes back to 1962 
when Baranovaky, thon importing 
Harley Davidsong and other 
matorcyelos from the U.&., 
aturted buying the. Fuji'a Rabbit 
araater, At (Lrat anlea went slowly, 
but he waa gradually able to in- 
ereaac the market. “Riven today 
people ati! agk us for the Rabbit,” 
aays Baranovaky. He would have 
cuntinued importing the scooters 
but the manufacturer stopped 
production in. 1068. : 

To continue to do business with 
Fuji Heavy Industry Baranovaky 
had no choice but to mport their 
ear, Subaru. He reluctantly deoid- 
ef to buy the 86000 - and 1,000cc 


models, some of which can still be, 


acen on the roads. Importing cars, 
howevel. was not as simple ap 
buying scooters, Aaide from the 
minimum of 150 units that he was 
required by law to bring into the 
country, which at that time secm- 
cd a risk, Baranoveky had to 
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worry ahout service and garages 
os well. 

Because Subaru cars worse not 
known here, Baranovaky inveated 
a lot of money In advertising 
when he bogan selling them, Con- 
trary to his expectations, the car 
caught on right from the atart and 
sold well, .

Baranovaky, The management of 


Fujl Heavy Industry studied the 
problem for a month and even- 
tually told the other manufac- 
turers that the company was go- 
ing to continue doing business 
with Baranovasky. 

After the Yom Kippur War, 
pressure was renewed, By then, 
however, Jarae! was a good 
customer of Subaru, second only 
to the U.S., with a country-wide 
network of approved garages, 80 
that Fuji simply ignored the 
boycott. 

Based on his own experlences 
and observations, Baranovaky 
points out some of the myths sur- 
rounding the Arab boycott. Firat, 
as hig own case shows, it !s posal- 
ble to atand up to its pressure by

pennies to put it right. 

The feonoclasts behind the 
wheel are capable of anything. 
Least month a driver crashed 
through the wall of the fiction 
department at 8t.

Nothing ia sacred. Earlier thie 
year, two undertakers, Messrs. 
Deerlng & Andrews, got a shock 
when they collected a body from 
the Tower Hotel, near Tower 
Bridge, at midnight. They carried 
the coffin out — and found 
someone had stolen their hearse. 

Death also claimed an eccentric 
old woman who used to wander 
round the village of Heawall, In 
the Wirral, wearing old clothes 
and a plastic mac. Mrs. Jessie 
Ferguson, who died in 1074, sur- 
prised her neighbours by leaving 
£255,608 net but, because nobody 
claimed the money, it will all go to 
the state, The Guardian revealed 
this month.

DETROIT (AP). — If all those 
boxy, little cars are starting to 
look alike, you are not 
hallucinating. You might be get- 
ting an early glimpse of the 
“World σαν," 

World Car? It is an industry 
buzz-word as fuel gets scarce and 
costly and automakers look to the 
fast-growing market in develop- 
ing natipna. 

One European economist BAYS 
that the sheer wealth of General 
Motors Corp. and Ford Motor Co. 
makes them a threat to major 
automakers worldwide as they 
aim toward developing a univer- 
sal car. 

Ford, GM and Chrysler already 
build nearly half the 0.8m. cara 
turned out annually around the 
world, 

The trend toward a World Car 
already is causing global 
reverberations as industry giants 
seek to expand, governments rush 
to make their countries attractive 
as plant locations and labour un- 
fons meet to talk about worldwide 
collective bargaining. 

It is hard to find two people who 
agrec on a definition of the World 
Car, They agree it ia not a new 
idea — it is 67 years old, in fact. 

The Ford Model T appeared in 
Detroit in 1908 and was being 
assembled in England just three 


the flrat time, more than 50 per 
cent of the world's cars were built 
outside North America. 

Today's supposed World Cars — 
the Volkswagen Rabbit, Ford 
Flesta and Chevrolet Chevette are 
cited — come closer than the 
Model T to being international 
products. While the overseas 
Model T was largely bullt with 
U.8. parts, the Fiesta is the 
product of 16 parta and assembly 
planta in six European nations, 
coordinated from Dearborn. 

VW's Rabbit-Golf-Carihe sequel 
to the Beetle — the second World 
Car — is made Jn West Germany, 
the U.S., Mexico, Indonesia and 
Yugoslavia. The Chevette is the 
samo basic car as GM sub- 
aidiarics build in Englend, Ger- 


Dodge Omni! and Plymouth 
Horizon — and at the same time 
started building the identical Sim- 
ca Horizon in France. 

Most versions of these similarly 
styted international cars are put 
together with at least some locally 
produced parta that would fit the 
models built In other countries. 

Such across-the-border standar- 
dization of parts, ag opposed to 
identical cars worldwide, is 
regarded as the test of a world 
car. 

How did everybody come up 
with a boxy design? Because of 
the fue! shortages that sent prices 
up and prompted a U.S. require- 
ment for gasoline economy — 
which translates into smaller 
ears. 


Tt appears clear that U.S. com- 
panies can sell In Europe. The 
Fiesta quickly became the beat- 
selling new car ever In Europe, 
after its introduction there in 1976. 

Ford of Europe is now the 
biggest aingie seller of cars in all 
of Western Europe, and the parent 
company got 42 per cent of Ita 1977 
profits from overseas. 

On the other side of the World 
Car street, VW started building 
Rabbits this year in the U.S. and js 
pondering a second plant, French 
government-owned Renault plans 
to'bulld cars in American Mators 
Plants and sell AM jeepa in 
Europe. 

Japanese automaker Datsun is 
looking for a U.S, assembly plant. 
Honda Js virtually certain to build 
vars next to its Ohio motorcycle 
plant now being bullt. Toyota, 
Japan's top automaker, ig study- 
ing the prospect of buliding cars in 
this country.

Both are 
working men in thelr twenties, 
one Jewish, the other Arab. The 
accidents occurred in the Greater 
Haifa area In 1975 while the men 
were on their way to work, both as 
passengers In motor vehictes. 

The guilty parties In the ac- 
efdents, both collisions, have not 
yet heen eatablished, nor will the 
decision have any bearing on the 
claims of the victima. 

In the first case the young man 
«whom we shall call A.B.), Δ real- 
dent of a Bayside iown, a 
tradesman, single, wag slttlng 
beside the driver of a pick-up 
truck when It crashed {nto another 
ear. A spina) injury left him a 
quodruplegic, paralysed from the 
neck down, αὶ total invalid (or the 
rest of his life. A.B. is unable to 
move his trunk, arma or legs. All 
he can move fa his head, ayaa, 
facial muscles, Jaw and tongue. 
He can also speak and cry. 

Since the accident A.B. has been 
confined to his bed or to a 
wheelchair, at the home of his 
parents with whom he Ilved before 
the accident. His family engaged 
a lawyer to sue the insurance 
companies of the two drivora in- 
volved. 

Another hurdle to be jumped 
was the National [naurance 
Inatitute (NIT), which only after 
some heattation recognized the 
case as a “work accident." 

The NII finally paid A.B., or 
rather his family, a lump sum of 
1L60,000 to enable {t te exchange 
iia upper floor fiat for a 
groundfloor apartment and to 
widen the doors, to allow for the 
pnasage of a wheelchair. The NIT 
also pays A.B. a permanent 
monthly allowance of about IL3,- 
G00 Muked to the «.0.1. index, Ag a 
skilled tradesman he earned a 
multiple of that sum every month. 


OUT OF COURT settlements of 
claima between accident victima 
and insurance companies are un- 
common when large sums are in- 
volved. In preparing the claim 
againat the Insurers, the lawyer of 
A.B. drew up a list of his client's 
needa, Unfortunately {n this coun- 
try, because of the large number 
of victima of war action, traffic 
and work accidents, experience 
with disabled persona is plentiful. 

The lawyer applied to a nurse of

After the accident... 


Parents who fost a child in a road mishap were 
awarded only {L24,000 while the insurance 
companies paid over 1L100,000 for car repairs. 
YAACOV ARDON highlights some of the inequities 

in the way we compensate accident victims. 


Kupat Holim specializing in the 
rehabilitation of accident victima 
for a Hast of equipment needed to 
keep them alive and in a 
minimum of comfort. The nurse 
referred him to her superior, 8 
senior Kupat Hollm offictal in 
Halfa. He refused to help. Such a 
list can, of course, be had from 
private experts, but that would 
coat A.B, a substantial sum. 

A Defonce Ministry engineer 
familiar with the equipment need- 
ed offered to compile a Ilat at once 
for 13,000 payable after the in- 
surance claim was settled. The 
lawyer agreed. But after the ex- 
pert had prepared the list, he rais- 
ed his fee to IL17,000 cash down, 
“You lawyers make enough 
money," he claimed. In the end 
the lawyer made the list himaelf. 

Doed a paralysed person have a 
right to live in his own home? Or is 
society, represented through the 
courts, entitled to have him put 
away in a closed institution? The 
courts, through fixing the amount 
of compensation, determine the 
kind of life these stricken people 
must lead. 

To be as self-sufficient as 
modern technology allows, A.B. 
heeds a special type of wheelchair 
and bed; a radio and TV set which 
can be switched on and off by a 
blow-and-suction device. He 8180 
needa a page-turner so that he can 
read books. His bathroom and 
tollet must be rebuilt to sult his 
condition. If he is not to remain 
confined to his room for the rest of 
his fe, he needs a car equipped to 
accommodate his wheelchair and 
the services, at least part-time, of 
a driver. 

Is an aceldent victim entitled to 
attend ἃ university, to travel? 
Docs he have the right to compen- 
sate his family tinanctally for the 
burden he puts on them? The Mat 
of needa is endlesa. But perhaps 
the worst la the victim's utter and 


THE ACCIDENT of the second 
man, C.D., resulted in the 
paralysis of his body from the 
waist down. But the doctors have 
reported that he is also unable to 
use his hands for regular work. He 
ig married, with two small 
ehlidren. Worse too for him is the 
fact that at the time of his acci- 
dent he had no home of hia own. 
He waa living at the very 
primitive house of his parents in a 
northern village. 

His mother, a superstitious 
woman, beljeves that her son was 
stricken because of his sing and 
that he is bringing ill-luck into the 
house. NII officials had to make 
an effort to stop her from turning 
him out. Like hia Jewish fellow- 
sufferer, C.D, received some 
elementary equipment from 
Kupat Holim, such as a simple 
wheelchair, and he gets a monthly 
allowance of about IL3,000, (more 
than A.B,, becauge he has a wife 
and two children). 

Our insurance companies, like 
those elsewhere, are motivated by 
the profit principle. They are in- 
terested in keeping compensation 
as low as possible and they use 
every legal means to that end. 
One of these means, useful es- 
pecially in times of inflation, ia to 
drag out negotiations and court 
proceedings. This is not difficult 
{n a country whose courts are 
clogged with cases and where 
many months pass between one 
hearing and another, If the judge 
or one of the attorneys Is sick, or if 
they are called up for reserve du- 
ty, the case ia adjourned for two to 
six months. 


THIS SUITS the Insurance com- 
panies. The psychological effect 
of repeated delays is to wear down 
the claimant. 

In the current financial climate 
{t {a quite conceivable that the in- 
Surance companies set aside 


payments, invest them and make 
enough profits to pay the eventuaj 
judgment. Only lately has the 
Supreme Court begun to combat 
this practice by granting 
claimants revaluation and in. 
terest on judgments, 50 as to 
make delays unprofitable. 


“IN BRITAIN the Jaw on dam: 
claims has been reformed since 
World War II. But we here stil] 
stick to the old British law, as we 
did to many Ottoman lawa which 
were long ago abolished in 
Turkey; a lawyer specializing in 
civil cases explains. ‘'We have 
had reform committees, but no 
reforms. The committees, in fact, 
have become the graveyards of 
improvement." 

In a recent Supreme Court judg. 
ment the compensation awarded 
to the parents of ἃ child killed In 
an accident through negligent 
manslaughter was fixed at IL24,- 
000. The compensation for 
damage to the cars in this acci- 
dent ran into six figures. The 
sums allowed by the courts for the 
death of old people killed by 
carcless drivera is today just 
enough to pay for a headstone 
over their graves. '‘We adhere to 
an outdated British attitude as if 
we were atill a colonial 
possession," the lawyer says. 

In proportion to the numbers of 
cara, drivers and accidente Israel 
had more judges in 1948 trying ac- 
cident claims than it has today. 
“Our courts are not equipped for 
the motorcar age. Accident 
claims must wait about two yeara 
for the first hearing. Four yeara 
and more may pass before a com- 
pensation claim is settled,” says 
the lawyer of A.B. ‘If you have a 
grave case like that of my client, 
it too must walt its turn.” 

The judges cannot be blamed. It 
is the Whole system that ja at 
fault. A civil case in which one 
aide claims money from the other 
ig dealt with far quicker than the 
alaima of accident victims, They 
suffer twice: first on the road, 
then in the archaic system of our 
legal administration and laws. 

When the courts fix the compen: 
sation for disabilities or loss of 
life, tt 1s the basic question of 
human rights that is the issue. The 
amounts awarded reflect the 
respect our society has for human 
life and health. As matters stand 
teday, these are held in high 
regard neither on the roads nor in

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Accessories... 
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LONG HOT and dusty summers 
take their toll on our cars. The 
paintwork dulls, the plastic fabric 
of the seats sticks to our backs and 
eracks — at about the same time 
that the veneer on our dashboard 
begins to show deep fissures. The 
ventilation system, worked over- 
time and clogged by dust, soon 
gives up its ghost. Then there are 
those neighbours, whose closely 

ed cars leave the denta of 
their door handles on our side pan- 
ela, Other neighbours ‘‘forget’' to 
tell us when they dented our 
fenders, not to mention their 
children's experiments with our 
radio antennas, car insignia and, 
with the first rains, the national 
game of swiping windshield 
wipers. 

What can we do, what should we 
buy, to keep our cars in a 
reasonable shape? What 
accessories are really essential to 
the “well dressed car — Israel 
1970" 

Here is my Hist: 

A ateering wheel lock. The kind 
that hooka your brake pedal to the 
stecring wheel spokes. Don't buy 
a chain — that is easy work for 
one of those metal cutting 
gadgets. There are good foreign 
and local locks available and I've 
found (and been told) that the 
mere aight of one is enough to dis- 
courage most car thieves. I would 
particularly recommend the 
British make which, so I am told, 
has a look which is very difficult 
to pick. Make it a rule to attach it 
whenever you park your car, The 
extra minute may save you 8 lot of 
aggravation, high blood pressure 
and worse. Cost: IL300 — IL500. 

Local car dealers insist that the 
radios Installed in their vehicles 
be lated as optional extraa. 
Subarus are a laudable exception, 
But 1 certainly wouldn't buy a 
Stereophonic-cum-tape playing 
triple loudspeaker unit. To my 
mind stereophonic music is 
Wasted in cars.

tion system with a really good 
blower — forget fans. Otherwise 
— get ready to shell out an extra 
TL1,600 for a Talwan-made mode) 
of unknown life expectancy. 

Tools. Now this is really impor- 
tant. Make sure you have all the 
wherewithal to remove a wheel — 
replace a fan belt, and also carry 
a apare belt for your fan dynamo 
or alternator. 

Check your jack — and if you 
can't use it, get one you know how 
to use. I've bought myself an 
aerosol can of stuff to spray into 
my tire in cage of emergency. It 
reinflates and glues up the tire 
and allegedly eliminates the need 
of replacing the wheel with the 
spare. I haven't had an opportuni: 
ty to use it yet (praise be) but am 
expecting trouble, considering the 
kilometrage I have already done 
on them. 

More about wheels. A tire air 
pressure meter is also a necessity, 
T know of two main types; one 
which has a little stick protruding 
to give you the pressure reading, 
and the other, a circular guage 
face type. The latter is more ex- 
pensive but since mine has lasted 
me through five cara I think it waa 
a good buy. Correctly inflated 
tires are important. Make sure 
your tires are cold when you take 
your reading and that the figures 
correspond with the instructions 
given you by your tire dealer, or, 
better still, in your car manual. 

Air conditioning. A good thing 
for long-distance driving, 
regardless of outside 
temperatures. But the price is a 
scandal, IL20,000, or thereabouts. 
A related subject; tinted windows, 
They don’t do anything your 
sunglasses won't do, and they in- 
crease driving hazards at dusk 
and at night times. A tinted atrip 
above eye level on the windshield 
can't do much harm. But anything 
beyond a faint amokey hue is, to 
my mind dangerous. 


FIRB EXTINGUISHER. Yes, by 
all means. Aerosol types are all 
you'll need — one or two. And 
while you're at it, a decent first- 
aid kit and an electric flashlight, 
preferably with a red warning 
light at its other extremity and not 
a magnet lamp that feeds of your 
battery. Likely as not your 
battery will be dead when you will 
need that light most. 

Looks. I'm a great hellever in 
eye appeal. Like girls — its easier 
to like the good looking ones. Start 
out with your seat covers. I have 
found that the all-covering ‘‘dust 
covers" merely sieve the dust. 
Sweat and grime gets through 
them to stain the original fabric 
beyond repair. 

Now available on the market 
— seat mats with foam rubber 
backs and seats, which you snap 
onto the chair with rubber bands. 
They do the job better and are 
easily lifted to let you give the 
original upholstery the vacuum 
cleaning {t deserves from time to 
time. The results are that I've had 
my car for over four years and the 
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seat fabric is as new. Well — 
almaat. 


SOME PEOPLE also inaist on 
covering their car exteriors with 
linen “shrouds.” If you have no 
permanent parking place in the 
shade, I suppose there is no alter- 
native. But remove ἐξ, autumn to 
spring. I've found that this cover 
offers next to no protection 
against dust. The dally process of 
removing it leaves the paint sur- 
face pitted with countless 
scratches and is a shortcut to a 
new paint job or an invitation to 
rust, 

I belleve in sponging my car 
every fortnight or so, I admit — I 
have a little vacuum cleaner for 
the interlor (German-made Black 


& Decker) which does the job sur- 
prisingly quickly and efficlently. I 
use ἃ wax-shampoo (large 
economy boitle). It takes about 15 
minutes to do the job, bumper to 
bumper, and 15 as good a way as 
any to check up on the exterior. 
Give the tires a couple of 
wallops with your foot to make 
sure they are securely mounted. 
Do check up on your oil and, while 
you're at it, your brake fluld. 
For drying my car I used a ayn- 
thetic kid leather, Kanebo — it's 
Japanese made — at least until 
recently it waa the only one on the 
market. Don't economize on this 
and buy the large-sized 
Jeatherettéd. Use it for drying 
bodywork and windows only, and 
always keep it moist ἢ its con- 


tainer, It lasts and lasts. 

An application of car wax is 
recommended once every three to 
six months, depending on how and 
where you park your car. Between 
the fortnightly washing and the bi- 
annual waxing (not polishing!) of 
your car, it should keep its looks 
for a long time. 

If you want to save yourself un- 
necessary suffering, choose a car 
of Hight colour — preferably white. 
They reflect the heat better and 
temperaturea inside are marked: 
ly lower, even while driving, than 
in the darker-coloured ones. Lest 
anyone accuse me of being a

According: to a 1974 aurvey 47.8 
4 out af every thousand here 
involved in traffle nceienty, 
In France the figure wag 10.4, in 
Iiritaln 14.8, In Greece 26.9 and in 
Sweden -- 4 low 4.9 per thousand. 
Accidents cost the country over 
ΠᾺΡ. annually. 

The vonstruction of new roads, 
harsher penalties and the tlghten- 
{ng up of driving tests have heen 
some of the meagures employed to 
combat the toll. 

A new method ia now slowly be- 
ing intraduced, that of “preven- 
lion through education.” It is 
hoped that it will Prove the most 
effetive of the lot, once It la fully 
implemonted, 

Road safety patrols near 
schools have been operated by 
puplis succesafully for years now, 
“The time has come for the ex. 
pansion of the road safety 
programmie to cover new areas 
and to reach moro children,"' says 
Uri Ben-Shalom, the Educatlon 
Ministry's inspector for road safe- 
ty education, 


AT PRESENT all fifth-gradera in 
elty schools receive an annual 12 
hours of road anfety Instruction 
given by polleemen and 
polleewomen. This preparea them 
for their sixth-grade participation 
In the safety patrols. 

"We want road safety education 
to run from kindergarten through 
secondary school," Bays Ben- 
Shalom. “And we want teachers 
rather than policemen to provide 
the instruction." 

A start has been made in im- 
plementing Ben-Shatom's plans.

“ISRAELI DRIVERS du nol take 
care of their car batteries," is the 
complaint of Danl Peled. the 
general manager of Vulcan 
Batterlen. They could save 
themselves a lot of money Sf they 
took the time and trouble to do 
some simple preventive 
nmiaintenance, he sald. “Any Ume 
of the year is appropriate, but 
winter, with ita rain and cold, ΙΗ 
the mout important senson to he 
concerned with your car's 
battery." 

Vutean, part of the Kaor 
organization, located in the Haifa 
Bayside area, is one of the two 
main battery manufacturera in 
Iarael!. The other is Schnapp, in 
Tel Aviv. 

Motoriata should check their 
battery's clectrolyte level 
regularly. Peled said that there 
were drivera who filled their 
batteries with regular tap water. 
This can caust permanent 
damage. Batterles should be filled 
with diatilied water only, he 
alressed. 

Living {n a hot climate, frst 
evaporation of the battery's dis- 
tilled water fs a constant problem. 
Volkawagen was onc company 
which had found a salution to the 
problem, Pecled said. Instead of 
putting the battery in with the 
heat producing engine, 
Volkawagen pute it under onc of 
the seats jn the passenger com- 
partment, where it gets nelther

ment Increases the battery's life 
by about 50 per cent, he es- 
timaled. 

‘The two battery potes and the 
cabje clamps should be cleaned 
and greased regularly io prevent 
any build-up of dual er carrogsian 
around them. Avraham Goma, 
Vulcan’s technical manager, sald 
that there are spraya avallabie for 
thls purpose which motorista can 
apply themaelves. 

One part of the car's electrical 
ayatem which should be handled 
by nu professional 15 setting the 
regulator on the alternator. The 
battery's purpose ja only to atart 
the engine. Any electrical power 
after that comes from the alter- 
nator (or generator, for the ald- 
timers). One of the tasks of the 
alternator, while powering the 
lights, radio, alr condittoner, 
eigaratte Mghter and windshicld 
wipers, ta to recharge the battery. 

The regulator, as the name 
suggests, controls the amount of 
power going back to tha battery. 
Overcharging the battery will 
quickly shorten ita Ife. 


BEFORE RECHARGING a 
“dead” battery, Goma suggests 
that the motorist take his car to an 
electrician to have its electrical 
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yyntent cheeked. There may he 
breaks in the elreult, or the driver 
hiny have forgutten one night ta 
turn olf the radio, or the regitator 
may need to be re-set. If there are 
ny problema in any of these reas, 
then the motoriat should ask for a 
πῖον charge’ and not accept ἃ 
fant" one. The “fast charge" 1s 
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only first-aid to get the car expressway, regarded 2s the best 


started. But it does not solve the 
problem of recharging a com- 
pictely drained battery. A '‘slow 
charge" takes 12 to 14 hours. 

A battery ts constantly 
“draining” — that is, giving off 
power very slowly — and normal- 
ly a few kilometres of driving 
about once ἃ week will restore it to 
maximum efficiency, Peled 
recommends that if one is going 
away from home for several 
weeks, it is worthwhile to remove 
the battery and to have an electrl- 
clan charge it occasionally: In the 
alternative, a neighbour should be 
asked to run the car’s engine for 
awhile once every week. 


A BATTERY lasts about two 
yeara,-If It ls well malntained. Pel- 
ed said that the average battery 
for an older car should cost 
around IL800 (VAT not Included), 
while a battery for newer models 
will cost about IL1,200. 

Both Vulcan and Schnapp 
produce a new, technologically 
advanced battery using a thin- 
walled polyprophene case. The 
thin case allows for more battery 
acid and this increases the power 
capacity over that in regular 
rubber-walled battery casings.

The police have already taken 
steps to curb speeding. On a re- 
cent Saturday they set up a radar 
trap and issued over 100 tickets to 
drivers going between 100 and 180 
kph, 

Highway driving can be safe, 
however, if some basic but often 
forgotten rules are kept in mind. 
One of the officials at the 
Transport Ministry responsible 
for planning the expressway went 
over some of these rules for The 
Post. 

Firat of all, he pointed out, it is 
esuential to keop within the speed 
limit. The highway was con- 
structed according to inter- 
national standards and thus 
theoretically can safely handle 
speeds up to 112 kph (70 m/ph). 
But since everyone does not have 
the necessary skills to drive at 
such a speed, the authorities 
decided to make the speed limit 90 
kph. 

Not all the important rulea of 
expressway driving concern 
speed, he continued. For instance, 
entering the expressway via the 
interchanges requires. a certain

For this purpose telephones 
must be available on the 
highways. Such an emergency 
system haa been included in the 
planning for the Jerusalem-Tel 
Aviv expreasway and telephones 
will be installed every two 
kilometres once the project Is 
completed.

more than 100% over cost?

WHEN IT COMES to car repairs 
nothing [5 cheap, but when one ts 
presented with the bill, the price 
of the spare parts invariably 
causes raised eyebrows. 

There are a number of elements 
that contribute to the high price of 
spare parts. Manufacturers, im- 

ers and dealers {invariably 
clalm that the cost of capital and 
warehousing is high (apart from 
materials and other production 
coats). Inflation and the resultant 
high coat of foreign currency haa 
algo pushed up the price in Israel! 
, Finally there is purchase 

tax, Import levies and VAT. 

Yitzhak Kaspit, in charge of 
transport affairs in the Centra} 
Consumer's Authority of the 
Hisiadrut {the only consumer 
organization which deals directly 
with motor cars) charges that the 
Importers add up to 110 per cent 
over and above all the import 
costs and taxes. The importers 
agree that in some cases their 
gross profit margin can reach 100 
per cont or more, but this is the 
exception rather than the rule. 

Moreover, the costs of main- 
talning a full inventory of spare 
parts for seven years from the 
dato of sale of a particular model, 
88 required by law, are very high, 
ΤῊ profit margin is alao dis- 
tributed between the importer, 
deater and the garage which final- 
ly fits the part, The share of the 
10 per cent profit spread taken by 
an authorized garage ia normally 
% per cent while a regular garage 
lakes between 10 and 15 per cent. 

Arleh Carasso, chairman of the 
Car Importers Association, Bays 
that the profit margin for spare 
parts In Israel is, in fact, lower 

than that in most European coun- 
tres and America. While capital 
in these countries can be turned 
wer three or four times a year, an 
importer here is lucky if he can 
(wn hia capital over one and a 
mes a year. “Considering 
the high rate of inflation, we bare- 
Cover he ἔπε ining and we have 
ndustry Ministry to 
“orrect the trade margin, an that 
We are not conatantly in danger of 
under," he added.

However, “there is an unwritten 
law between the various powers 
that be in the car business, im- 
porters, dealers and garages, not 
to use Israel! parts. Since profits 
are made on a percentage haais, 
all are interested in the higher- 
priced parts,"' says Kagpit. 

This is not disputed by Alex 
Price, the Transport Ministry of- 
ficial In charge of spare Parts. 
“Unfortunately, however," he 
says, “the locally manvfactured 
parts are generally not of high 
standard, It fs only natural that 
many consumers prefer original 
or Imported parts after one bad 
experience with local products."’ 


ARIEH CARASSO feels that In the 
fina) analysis it is the customer 
who really determines what 
heppens in the market. While 
there is a range of standardized 
products made here which local 
garages use, they are not always 
cheaper and the dealers are also 
Interested in having aatisfied 
customers who will come back. 
The short-term interest of a quick 
and higher profit doesn't always 
determine the behaviour of the 
dealers and the garages, he says. 

The import of used spare parta 
has decreased because the 
customs authorities imposed a 
very heavy duty. Although this 
duty has recently been reduced, it 
still does not justify large-scale 
imports. This is regrettable, ac- 
cording to Kaspit, since used 
spares are the beat alternative for 
those driving older vehicles. 

Both Kaspit and Price stress 
that suppliers and garages are 
obligated by law to include the 
catalogue number and the name 
of the manufacturer on the receipt 
they give for parts used. This to 
prevent any possibility of 
cheating, that is, the customer be- 
ing charged for an original part 
while a cheaper substitute was ac- 
tually fitted. 

“These regulations are not 
without teeth and are regularly 
enforced. Price told The 
Jerusalem Post that his depart- 
ment charges two or three com- 
panies a day (!) for offences 
against the regulations governing 
the importing and distribution of 
apare parts. Fines imposed range 
from IL1,000 to 112,000. : 

Price's department welcomes 
complaints from the public, which 
should be addressed to the 
Ministry of Transport, 10 Rehov 
Carlebach, Tel Aviv. The same of- 
fice also deals with complaints 
about service. 

Two years ago taxes on the im- 
port of spare parts were a blanket 
145 per cent. Today a tax of 108 per 
cent is levied on parts not directly 
connected with safety, and 88 per 
cent on safety parts. The tax is 69 
per cent on lights and directlonal 
signs, and 59 per cent on tires. 

These rates compare 
favourably with taxes levied in 
many other countries, and the 
high cost of the items here is 
mainly due to the sharp devalua- 
tion of the pound. 0
